CHINESE REPORTED TO HAVE RALLIED 


Preparing to Attack the Allies in the Bear. Empress and Em- 


peror Have Eluded Their Pursuers, Eussia and Germany 


Have Not Declared war. Famine Prospects in Tien Tsin 


f Washington, Aug. 27.—Late Sunday a 
feispatch was received at the Japanese 
legation from the foreign office of Japan 
conveying the latest and most authentic 
information of the situation In and 
around Pekln. In a measure, the ad- 
vices were of a disquieting nature, as 
•they indicated that ths Chinese had 
rallied their forces and were preparing 
for an attack upon the allies to Pekln. 
JThls would account for the lack of ad- 
wices from Genital Chaff ee. As made 
5>ubllc by Minister Wakahira, the dls- 
jpatch from the Japanese foreign office 
»t Tokio ia as follows-: 
' "An official telegram, dated Pekin, 
Aug. 18, was received at Tokio from 
(General Yamaguchi, commander of the 
"Japanese forces, to the following effect: 


'•The capital te now entirely cleared of 


the enemy. A cavalry regiment which 
fcad been sent to Wan Shau &han (where 
the empress dowager's palace is lo- 
cated) reports that the imperial family, 
(who had left Pekin Aug. 14, started after 
m. short rest at Wan Shau Shan for the 
west and were under the escort of Gen- 
eral Ma and his troops, consisting of only 
about 500 horsemen and 20 carts. The 
ETa-paneee forces occupied the treasury 
(department. In which over 2,000,000 tads 
lln silver and a large quantity of rice 
Sirere found. 
i "Another telegraphic dispatch, dated 
RFaku, Aug. 23, states that as the Chinese 
troops and Boxers who bad giathared at 
Han Tuen were about to attack the 
foreign forces at Pekln. Japanese and 
Russian cavalry were expected to en- 
jcounter them on the 20th. The dispatch 
ifurther states that Chinese infantry. 
Borne 9000 strong, with 15 .guns, are ad- 
!\rancing northward from Shan Tung to 
Inake a rear attack on the allies."

pursued." 


This correspondent reports everything 


quiet up to date of his dispatch, but a 
telegram to the aame paper, from Tien- 
tsin, dated Aug. 24, asserts that 1000 
Russians, Germans and Japanese had 
pushed forward from Pekin, with the In- 
tention, It was assumed, of pursuing the 
fleeing empress dowager. 


The latest news from Pekln Indicates 


that the situation there is unchanged. 
The imperial city Is still invested, b..t 
has not yet been occupied. The alWes, 
when the last message left, were stili re- 
fraining from aggressive action, pending 
instructions from their governments. 


An attack from 30,000 Boxers was an- 


ticipated, and to meet this the whole 
American force and the British artillery, 
according to a dispatch to The Morning 
Post, dated Aug. 18, were moved to the 
outer city wall. The Boxers were re- 
ported coming: from the south.

«j fixing all prices and when attacked 
* ith fits of greod combine to raise the 
p.-ice lints, which, to prevent the shojv- 
koeper overcharging, are posted up in the 
».iop. All such shops belong to what wa 
Baould call a union. 


In free houses the price given for an ar- 


t fie is the vesnlt of a prolonged haggle. 
Ihe Chinese are such experts at bar- 
g lining that shops of good repute public- 
1.- declare that they sell only at the ad- 
S^rtised price. 


Why a Ghiuaman when haggling should 


1'iout at the top of his voice is not clear, 
£at he does, consequently the vocifera- 
tions of several hundred purchasers and 
tie equally stentorian rejoinders of the 
it-'adespeople render a Chinese shopping 
Huarter, when the public are abroad, a 
Heritable puudemunium. 


The amounts in dispute are seldom 


ciore than a half penny or so, but the 
{ urties scream and gesticulate as if their 
*atire fortunes were at stake, the din ap- 
raariug to be much louder than it really 
I- owing to the narrowness ot the streets, 
jvhich are seldom more than a few feat

«*mer comes into possession, the public 
jure made aware of what has taken 
f lacs by long crimson streamers hanging 
irom the signboards. Xhe friendliness 
:vhich exists between the shopkeeping 
class and their patrons results in devel- 
cpments of which we know nothing in 
this country. We should smile at the 
tradesman who affixed a notice in his 
(window saying that "his wife was not 
.rery well that day" or that "his father 
C«ras dead." In China, in addition to 
tnch written announcements, increased 
publicity is afforded by white or ash 
colored streamers being suspended from 
J.ie signboards. 


The signboards ore also need to record 


the death of an emperor. This is done 
ly putting the board with its letters in 
gaudy red and gold into mourning. The 
i.aper with which the sides of the board 
r-re covered is not pluck, as it would be 
rritii us, but green, and in order tnat 
(business shall not be interfered with the 
»,reen paper is dotted all over with the 
Louse's: name.

A Perilous Journey C\er a Rickety 


Bamboo 


Mr. L. A. Waddell, in his book, "Among 


the Himalayas," describes the crossing 
of the Teesta river on a rickety bamboo 
bridge. The bridge, always dangerous, 
was at that tiiub a mere ragged skeleton 
of itself and, to make matters worse, 
was slippery with green slime. 
Such 


bridges are nsualiy rebuilt on-.e in two 
years, but t£is oue hod evidently not 
been touched il or mu^ longer than that 
On this narrow, Hotteriiig structure, open 
at the sides, _'Mr. Wadfiell had to cross 
over the turbulent, jrapid river, 300 feet 
wide and TO^feet below the bridge. 


The instant ypu step on such bridges 


they recoil from ybu and .swing and sCake 
in an ulai'ffliee -wax, rolling from side to 
side and pitcpj»g Ir&e.'a ship in a storm. 
They swerve^ with a sujlden jerk every 
time yojj lift your foot, not only side- 
ways and longways, but also downward 
aud forward^as yosr'w'eight depresses 
the bridge. xnSfl goes on until you pass 
the middle of tab bridge, after which the 
oscillating .structure kicks up belund yon 
as you ascend. 


I got on taifiy well so long as I could 


look to see thi .bamboo rod on which I 
had to walk, although the open sides 
heightened ^the sense of insecurity. But 
away from ihe.feapk.jf sou look down to 
eee where ,to p]p;ce your faot,^Sie rush of 
leaping wafer in {he torreflt'jbelbw'gives 
you the giddy sensation -that both you 
and the bridge are -ranging ewiftly up 
stream.

"When GUlette had graduated from tho 


public school and from the high school at 
Hartford," says Richard Duff ia Ains- 
lee's, "his family wislud to send him to 
Yale. But Gillette iflSfc on his Vture 
differently. 
" 'I hud got the fever to go oway from 


home and swim out,' he said, In alluding 
to this period. 'I suppose everybody geta 
it some time- Of course I thought I 
should go on the stage, although I did not 
tee my vay clear just then. My father 
let me have my way. He liked oratory 
very much and spoke well when he need- 
ed to, thorgh he was rather a silent man. 
" 'I remember the day he drove me 


down to the station. He had taken two 
of my brothers on the same errand be- 
fore me. One went to California aud 
died there. Tho other was killed in the 
war. 
"William," he said, "you're the 


third son I've driven to the train like thia. 
The others Have never come home, I 
trust you willjProve *n exception," 
" 'I went to St. Louis— just as far as 


my money would tnjie me— and I gpt my 
first job because I told /the man I didn't 
want any salary, only the job." 


"That's the way Mark Twain secured

•was in a plf Oliver Doud Byron brought ' 
to the St. Charles. Two years later in 
Cincinnati, when I was in Macauley's 
stock company, her came there in the 
same play." Some other infernally tall 
man had the Indian then. 
I chaffed 


Byron aoout his playing the same old 
part while I had wade some progress in 
two years. 
"'But directly after I left New Or- 


leans I came to New York and got "fore-1 
man of the Jury" in John T. Raymond's 
run of "Colonel Sellers" at the Park the- 
ater. The part consisted ot the lines, 
"We have" and "Not guilty." I said 
them a whole season and got $10 a week 
for doing it At the same time I was 
taking a scientific course at the Universi- 
ty of New York.' 


•"The next season Gillette did much 


better. He got the district attorney in 
the Union Square run of 'Colonel Sel- 
lers.' The part gave him opportunities 
by which he profited. People began to 
know he was on the stage. After that 
he went to tbe Globe theater in Boston, 
where he played numerous small roles 
and character 'bits*' He spent his spare 
time in taking a special course at the 
Institute of Technology. Bte next J«mp 
was to Macauley's stock company tft Cin- 
cinnati, and here after two years of 
drudgery he got that chance for which 
every, actor and actress not yet arrived 
hopes and prays for with every breath 
drawn. It -is to ha%e a full house, a tat 
part and to grip both. Every eye in the 
audience rivets on your expression, move 
and gesture. Every ear is strained to 
catch your lines. Every line you say 
takes, and when tbe scene comes—the 
great scene that is yours— you hold them 
in your power, fascinated. 
Then you 


free them to clap, to stamp, to shout, to 
whistle maniacally, which is their pati- 
tude for the anguish" you have laid on 
their hearts. 
Gillette's moment cama 


entirely by accifleut. 
"'1-acaoley himself played the part,' 


he said, referring to that night, 'but he 
fell ill, and it was given to me. The play 
was from the French and I believe waa 
called "The Mother's Secret." The piece 
was being done at the same time at the 
Union Square in New York. The part 
was a good one aad just in my line. The 
people seemed to like the way I did it, 
and from the after developments it look- 
ed as though I had made my first real 
hit'" 'Somehow it did not interest me as 
much as I had expected.

Redletaace at tbe Walled City. 


j Ton» of Shrapnel Vsed by Auerl- 
. cans— Great Devastation' CaaMCt by 


Lyddite— Boxer* 'Were 'Well Amoxed. 
A. 0. Reamer, a private In- Company 


B, United States marine < corps, took 
part ia the battle at Tiea-tein, and he 
has written an account under date of 
July 16 of tbat battle home to his 
brother in BaMsbnrg, says the Phila- 
delphia Press. Xhe4etter reads as foi- 


"One of tha^greatest battles was 


fought here ou.fhe43th. Tbe slaughter 
of Boxers and Chinese was frightful. 
iWe left Tttku to come up the river, and 
on bod sides tor 47 rQilBs were strewn 
dead bodies. The attack on old Tien- 
tsin and the' city inside two walls waa 
made on the morning of the 13th at 3 
o'clock by soldiers representing eight 
different nations. Vfe had a most im- 
portant position, being not over 30 
yards frbm the enemy. 


"Tons and tons of shrapnel were 


thrown into the town by our forces, 
and the fire waa returned, with great 
loae on oar sfiie. Where we wore sta- 
tioned the French were on one side 
and the English on the other. 'There 
was a big brick building which -formed 
the left of our"ftreastwcrks. One shell 
exploded inside the building In which 
were the marines, English troops and 
the Ninth Infantry. Three were killed 
and 17 were wofended. One shell ex- 
ploded not orer 60 yards from where 
I stood. 


"On tie outside of the building, right 


over us, not more, than 50 feet away, 
anotbar exploded and killed two 
Frenchmen. 
Sn<»h a ebower of death 


dealing shrapnel was something awful. 
However, the marines, the English and 
the French ate alii good fighters, and 
we drove tbenf back after a hard strug- 
gle. Our shells exploded oae of their 
ffiagaalnes and' tilled 500 Boxers. 
Inside the magazine were millions of 
dollars' ' woKtb of tatnniuaition, wfiicTi 
all seemed ;'to esjfede at the same 
time. Tisis, created" a .panic among the 
Chinese, ;'trnd~ toe .fiuSstens and Japs 
drevsrAbfem^from the otty-on the right 
flank. 'Tiey ixjtreaAedfinside the two 
wallswff tbe Walled city. 


"The -'attack continued, and at 7 


o'clock on the evening of'the.lStn, by 
heavy artUlfeJS fir® anWttte liberal nsa 
of lyddite sb&lB, the troops managed 
to keep the natives back- until the;, 
could BrfdJe*the walle, the latter having 
been blWn to pieces ia many places. 
Here and' at this time was when 'tbe 
awful massacre took place. Men, wom- 
en and-oblMreii were slaughtered wHh- 
out tbe least hesitation. Everything 
which belonged to a CHtoaman was 
seized, and. not one Boxer .was left to 
tell the tale. 
After the troops <had 


driven them inside the walled City 
a few of us ventured to tbe field In 
front of our breastworks where the 
slaughter took place ta gather up rifles 
and other arms and whatever we 
could find. The sight, was slckeolpg. 
Boxers wiere strewn all over the field, 
thousands of them. I could hardly 
walk for dead bodies. I managed to 
get a few things, including a halt 
dozen rifles, aorne knives and a few 
ofher things. 


"Tbe shelling was again opened ana 


the allied forces were obliged to retire 
under cover for safety. Shortly aft« 
reaching the marines a shell exploded 
over our heads, bat did no damage. 
Tonight we are dtybg guard doty over 
tbe arsenal inside tbe walls, the Ameri- 
cans havtag taken that place for tbeir 
headquarters. Detachments from tha 
various troops were put to work clear- 
ing a passageway between the dead 
bodies. 1 am "oof exaggerating when 
I say that yoo can see bodies piled up 
like corfl wortTto tfce streets and even, 
place sou watt- 


"The otkOTVAopa we now bvrotng 


the townfe%aHqing» completely down. 
This Is ft large city (Ttemtstn), the 
walled city aloao eovettag SO eqwure 
miles. It Is laitfer'tttffl Peking, but 
not so thtottx-populotwJ. Everywhere 
you 'look you 'can eae nothing hut big 
boles torn out of the buildings, tha 
work of shells,, aad everything thia 
nide of tho -river burned to the ground. 
Tbe buildings here were fine, but they 
were destroyed as If they were of KO 
value. 


The rallroud about tin- wty was u per- 
fect wreck. 
Passenger coaches were 


torn to pieces, cars bnrned, engines 
blown to pieces, rails twisted and holes 
torn out of the groun<J'*y the powerful 
lyddite large enough to almost bury all 
the dead. I cannot describe one-o.uarter 
of the terrible scbnes which I have wit- 
nessed in the last- 24*eurs. The loot- 
ing was soin-othing^rightftil. 


"Our loss was heavy.. The Ninth in- 


fantry had 25 kilted, and 150 wounded 
—one brevet general and a few othfr 
officers. Our loss was 9 Wiled and 35 
wounded; our captain killed and A4 
officers wounded. The Japs, ^Russians, 
French and English all lost heavily. 
The Chinese, Boxers and the imperial 
troops, our captain tijlls as, have prob- 
ably lost between 50,000 and 80,000 
wen. 


"I wish I could picture to you more 


vividly the scenes I witnessed from the 
time I entered Taku until the close of 
the battle on the 18th. 
Never do I 


want to w'tuess anything like th?9 
again. At times the allied forces were 
so miTed up that it was impossible to 
distinguish each other, and I believe 
many were bHledMn this way. 
The 


Japs and Russians are great fighting 
nations. 
Th'fey fight like demons and 


never show any fear. I witnessed a 
Hussran gfineTW postmg a regiment. 
We could see tbe" shell and bullets tear 
up the ground, but the Russian general 
never seemed to mind them. 
These 


people dare not shew any fear when iu 
battle, as it means instant execution. 


"Well, the battle, was certainly fierce. 


As I told you, it begati at 3 o'clock 
in the morning an<t lasted until 9 
o'clock in the evening, and a contin- 
uous firing was kept np all night. 
It 


was hard work to silence tneir torts. 
It was impossible to locate eight of 
their guns,' which were a great annoy- 
ance to the allied forces. These guns, 
it is said, are the finest pieces of engi- 
neering work and have caused as no 
end of'tfonble. 


"The "'Boxers carry the finest rifles 


that are made in the worM. They are 
known as the Macnljchfers, and kill at" 
3,000 yards. The shell is much larger 
than our Krag-JoFgeosen. Tliey also 
carry a trench digger, a littje specie in 
a scabbard, aoflvalso & dirk kaife. I 
secured a Manniicaer from a dead 
Boxer, who ha,d all these tilings anS 
two belts full,of edrt4<3ges. He had 
tTvo*bullet, hfoles in hfta. 
When my. 


ammunition ,rau «ut several of our 
squad, and myself'.secured rifles and 
cartridges from the dead natives and 
used them. life-Russians gathered up 
the anas as^tbieir location afforded a 
better opportunity. They brought them 
to our trenches along .with other kinds 
of arms. 


"Since the Japan-CMnfr war the Chi- 


nese have profited moch; have manu- 
factured many million dollars' worth 
of'arms and have Hired- expert Ger» 
mans to <,teach titem. their usa. These 
same' Geriaaris welre engaged in the 
battle, and*oaesof?th^ surrendered to 
the Bussiadaa sjated' that they were 
ordered to fire-'the big guns at the 
point of tae,4>istol,-and* that a refusal 
to obey orders would have resulted in 
instant dea,tb. Better gunners never 
UYG-J, foe libe^-ccLC. pjnt* a shell just 
where thejww^'it. 


"Troops"are coming in rapidly and

Bailey's Beach the night became as 
light as day, and it was not long before 
the reason was known. At the gateway 
of Crossways, surmounting the two 
massive stone posts, were two huge 
mock pumpkins made into "jack o' lan- 
terns," each oue 12 feet in circumfer- 
ence and w-eighing 800 pounds. Inside 
were brilliant calcium lights. 


Along the driveway were high lan- 


terns placed at intervals of six feet, 
forming a canopy of light all the way 
to the porte cochare. All the trees and 
shrubbery about the grounds were bril- 
liantly illuminated by twinkling lights. 
Lights were also thrown on the stable. 
As the guests arrived they tarried to 
view the spectacle of the grounds 
transformed to represent fields of har- 
vested grain which had been put up in 
sheaves. Over to the west were two 
full sized haystacks decked with the 
"scarecrows" so familiar in the coun- 
try districts. Three yoke of oxen were 
quietly resting after their hard day's 
toil hauling in the material required 
for the farm scene. 


The porte cochere, lined with tall 


sheaves of wheat and corn, made a 
splendid starting point for the general 
scheme of decoration, which was car- 
ried out right through the entrance 
way, where a bower of greens and 
wheat, with swamp cattails, formed a 
passageway to the main hall, where 
the scene was one of striking beau- 
ty. All aroijgd the hallway was a 
wainscoting seven feet deep of wheat, 
with thousands of sunflowers and pop- 
pies hi clusters. Overhead were great 
panels of agricultural implements, 
fruits and tfcget&bies. At regular in- 
tervals large sheaves of corn and 
wheat straw were placed tied with red 
ribbons and filled with red popptea. 


Great garlands of rich green, with 


scarlet poppies and winter wheat, were 
suspended from the ceiling of the sec- 
ond floor, hanging in graceful loops 
through tbe opening to the first floor 
an£ caught up with sash ribbons of red 
and yellow. Wonderful effects were 
produced with the electric lights placed 
within flowers and inside of corn huska 
from which the ears had been remov- 
ed, also by tbe use of 3PO sunflowers 
and 3,000 poppies and other field flow- 
ers. There were loads of corn, a hun- 
dred bunches of artificial grapes also. 
At one point in a secluded corner there 
rested hives of bees, and juat over the 
tall Dutch clock in the hall waa fixed a 
full sized Leghorn rooster. 


The peasants' dance took place in the 


drawing room. All of the dancers were 
dressed in Dutch, French and Hunga- 
rian peasant costumes, and as they 
went through the figures of the quad- 
rille a calcium light trained on them 
added to the brilliancy of the scene. 
The drawing room was decorated en- 
tirely with green palms and "garlands 
of field poppies and cornflowers. Just 
beyond, in the conservatory, was a cool 
retreat for the weary dancers. Many 
small tables vere set up for tbe supper 
to be served later in the evening, and 
on the eastern piazza, which had been 
transformed into a country grape ar- 
bor, with old vines in full fruit, was a 
long table for the guests in costume. 
On this table large centerpieces were 
piled up with fruit and vegetables, 
while over the tablecloth, made of po- 
tato sacks, were vines of tbe squash 
and pumpkin with all sorts of farm 
products. 


As for dishes, the first course was 


served in soup dishes made from 
squashes, with knives and forks and 
Bpoons made 
from 
crooked neck 


squashes and carrots. The guests at 
this table were seated on common 
board benches. After the supper the 
rooms were cleared and prepared for 
tbe cotillon, which was extended 
through the drawing room, hallway 
and dining room. It was led by Harry 
Lehr and was participated in by 60 
couples. Many unique favors were dis- 
tributed, thf list including hay rakes, 
scythes, little baskets of growing 
plants, miniature water pots and reap- 
ing machines. , 


Fun was added to tbe affair by the 


harvest offerings presented to Mrs. 
Fish by tbe guests as they entered the 
villa. Each guest had something under 
his or her arm to place at the feet of 
the fair hostess. 


Never in the- history of entertain- 


ments was there such a unique and 
oovel Newport event given, and the 
crowd of townspeople was so great 
outside of Crossways that a squad of 
policemen had to be sent for to keep 
them off the grounds. There were two 
bands of music in attendance, and the 
music never ceased from 11 o'clock un- 
til the break of day.

mil of the Mountain 


There was temperature to burn yes- 


terday and today and it burned stead- 
ily. The thunder storm of last evening 
cooled off the atmosphere to a consid- 
erable extend, but today the sun was 
at it again, bright and early, and ac- 
cording to the hall thermometer, it was 
as hot a day aa yesterday at noon. The 
heat nearly dried up the ink in the self 
recording instrument at city hall, but 
It made feint marks at 90 degrees both 
yesterday anfl today. Today, however, 
a light breeze made the weather more 
bearable than yesterday, when there 
w-as absolutely nothing to do but ex- 
ercise Christian patience. 


That it was hot ia best evidenced by 


the record on the summit of Greylock. 
The top of the mountain is usually 
graced with a slight breeze, and high 
temperature is not expected as a regu- 
lar thing. Yesterday afternbon at 3 
o'clock, 
however, the thermometer j 


stood at 88 in the shade, and. th,ere was 
hardly a breath of air stirring all day 
on the summit. This is a most unusual 
record, for the highest mountain! in the 
state, and those who didn't go up yes- 
terday have no reason to congratulate 
themselves. The number on the sum- 
mit yesterday was the smallest of any 
Sunday so far 
this summer. 
This 


morning at 8 o'clock the thermometer 
on the mountain registered 84 degrees. 
Down In Springfield yesterday one. of 
the m'ost conservative ministers in the 
city, pastor of the church from which 
Rev. George F. Newhall came to this 
city, prefaced his morning sermon by j 
asking1 the men of his congregation! to 
take off their coats and be comfortable, 
and many of them did so.

THE STALE FISH SUMMEft. 


An Experience With Frighten** 


Herring In York Harbor, He. 


"The last time I was in York Harbor, 


Me.," said a Boston man, "was in the 
summer of 1884. In tfcose days the rail- 
road stopped short at, Portsmouth, N. H. 
—12 miles distant— anfl' the balance of the 
journey you made by coacb. It is one Of 
tne most attractive places I have ever 
vibited. But I knew it in its stagecoach 
daj s, an 1 prejudice has kept me from re- 
turning khice the railroad reached out 
and touched it. It was in this summer 
that I witnessed one of th.e most remark- 
able sights it has ever been my hick to 
see. 
York harbor is a beautiful circular 


bay, into one end of which the rivet runs. 
Behind the bluff the river forms a small 
harbor, and then it decreases rapidly ia 
size as you proceed inland. Two miles 
above the harbor it is scarcely more than 
a creek. One evening after supper I haS 
"taken a couple of young ladies for a row. 
Dusk found us about a mile from the ho- 
tel on our way home. As I was rowing, 
my back was to the stream. Suddenly 
the girl steering cried out, 'Gracious me, 
what's that?' 


"Turning, I saw in the gloaming what 


seemed a wall of phosphorescent water 
some two feet high. It \vas rushing to- 
ward us, and thinking it must 'be a tidal 
wave or something of that kind I grab- 
bed for the oars. There was no time to 
reach the shore, so I held the boat head 
on to the advancing wave, at the same 
time warning my companions to sit per- 
fectly still. In a second it struck us, and 
it struck us hard. Fish In twos anJ 
threes began to jump into the boat, and 
the frightened girls, screaming, jumped 
on the thwarts. I implored them to sit 
down and to keep perfectly still, for the 
boat rocked fearfully, and we were in im- 
minent danger of upsetting. 


"The river was covered with fish from 


bank to bank, like a gigantic sardine box, 
and if we had ever gone over among 
them knowledge o^ swimming would cot 
have been of the slightest use. The girls 
finally quieted down, and we were able 
to watch the spectacle without fear. It 
was the strangest of sights. Down the 
stream to the bay the river seemed a 
mass of living, leaping quicksilver. The 
head of the line was 160 yards beyond us, 
a moving, living line of light Fish by 
the score jumped into the boat and kept 
us busy pitching them out. I thrust my 
oar down into the water, and yon could 
feel their bodies leaping against its en- 
tire length. Finally, however, the stream 
cleared enough for me to row again, and 
we returned to our hotel. 


"The explanation of the phenomenon 


was comparatively simple," the narrator 
went on. "Herring have a deadly ene- 
my called,1 I think, monk fish. They 
hunt them in schools and destroy the 
herring by hundreds. When the monk 
fish get after them, the herring run for 
it as their only means of escape. A 
school of herring had been chased into 
the outer harbor. The monk fish block- 
ed their way back to the sea. Then the 
herring found the way into the river, 
and the whole frightened school tore 
through and up the stream in their wild 
effort to escape. They died there by 
thousands. 


"The next morning the plot in front of 


the Marshall House was silvered with 
their bodies, and both shores of the river 
for miles presented a similar appearance. 
Farmers all over the country came there 
and took the. fish away by the cartload 
to use as fertilizer. But there were fish 
enough to have fertilized New England, 
and presently they began to decay. The 
people stodd it for a day or two, but by 
that time they smelt to high heaven, 
and every one that could fled as from the 
bubonic plague. I couldn't and had to 
stay through. 


"It was an awful experience. The wa- 


ter in the river ran like glue and so im- 
pregnated the water of the outer bay 
that' bathing for awhile was out of the 
question. You ate, drank, slept and curs- 
ed fish. Fish were in the clear weather 
and in the storm. The summer of 1884 
at York Harbor hag since been known 
as the stale fish trammer."— New York 
Tribune.

First of all, two guns—a 45.70 
rifle for moose, costing about $18, and 
a 30.30 rifle, at same price or less, for 
deer and anything else. 
Take two 


guns, because one may give out, and 
see that both are full or at least half 
magazines. On no account carry more 
than five shells for each day, for two 
weeks say 75 cartridges. Unless you 
fire at barn doors and tree stumps you 
will not use five a day.

ProfeMor B. K. Donsrliui Say* They 


Have Gainea R««pect and Admira- 
tion at All Who Have Come In Con- 
tact With Them—Wrlttea Contract* 
Seldom Needed. 
The future of China's foreign trade, 


according to the bejlef of a recent writ- 
er, is largely in tho hands of native 
merchants. British enterprise, he goes 
on to say, may be directed to the de- 
velopment of the Chinese empire's re- 
sources, but the question of who ia 
going to-ultimately benefit thereby is 
dependent to a great extent upon the 
foresight and sagacity of the commer- 
cial classes in China. 


The privately expressed conviction 


of one of the most experienced and en- 
terprising of English merchants living 
in the heart of the country is that all 
the benefit of developing China's trade 
and resources will ultimately pass into 
the pockets of the Chinese themselves, 
eays the Washington Star. The native 
merchants exercise in reality a power 
which Is quite unexampled in Europe. 
Their action In commeijcial matters Is 
unhindered by the cential government, 
In fact, they may be said with perfect 
truth to largely control local adminis- 
tration, and it is generally by their 
sanction alone that any mercantile dis- 
putes are brought before the public tri- 
bunals. These weighty powers are not, 
of course, wielded by individuals, but 
result from the formation of great 
trade combinations. 


Koting the chief characteristics of 


the Chinese merchant and how he may 
individually stand in comparison with 
his European competitor, Professor R, 
K. Douglas, whose opinion is based 
upon the deep insight afforded by close 
personal relations when in the consular 
service, says the merchants and trad- 
ers of China have gained the respect 
and won tbe admiration of all those 
who have been brought Into contact 
with them. For honesty and Integrity 
they have earned universal praise, and 
on this point a Shanghai bank man- 
ager, in lately acknowledging a vale- 
dictory address presented to him on 
his leaving the-country, bore the fol- 
lowing testimony: "I-have," he said, 
"referred to the high commercial stand- 
tog of the foreign community. 
The 


Chinese are to no way behind us in 
that respect. 
In fact, I know of no 


people in the world I wonld sooner 
trust than the Chinese merchant and 
banker. 
I taay mention that for the 


last 25 years the bank has been doing 
a very lar'gelbuslness with the Chinese 
at Shanghai, amounting, 1 should say, 
to hundreds of millions of taels, and 
we have never yet rnet with a default- 
Ing Chinaman. 
It was such men aa 


these that,built up the commerce, 
which excited tbe wonder aud admi- 
ration of M-fHT0 Pol° aQd other Euro- 
pean travelers, and it Is' to their labors 
nnd those of their descendants that the 
crowded markets, the teeming wharfs 
and the richly laden vessels of the pres- 
ent day are due.*' 


The Integrity of the Chinese mer- 


chants could not be better exemplified 
than In the fact that even in the larger 
transactions written contracts are sel- 
dom required^ Business, involving the 
risk of enoripous sunis, is conducted on 
the basis of'purely verbal agreements, 
and it is not only rare for a native 
merchant to fall in his engagements, 
but his defalcation would bring upon 
him the Infliction of the severest penal- 
ty by the corporation of which he wag 
a member. In Europe it is related, with 
bated breath, as an instance of tha 
most extraordinary and unprecedented 
commercial probity, that during the 
war of 1871 the Rothschilds in the be- 
leaguered city of Paris conducted their 
business with the 
outside 
world 


through the medium of carrier pigeons 
entirely on a system of trust 


It is considered by us a remarkable 


thing to enter into relations with even 
the most solvent and world famed 
firm without proper written security. 
There would be nothing out of the way 
In this country for a man to demand 
a receipt in black and white from hla 
own brother. To the Chinese this is 
incomprehensible. A merchant's word 
Is all that is needed in the weightiest 
transactions, and although there are 
exceptional cases In which documen- 
tary warranty is required, as, for to» 
stance, where a Shansi bank makes an 
Advance to a trader on the security of 
the written guarantee of another bank- 
er, verbal agreements are the most rep- 
utable and commonplace methods of 
doing business. 


Strict Is a mild word to apply to tha 


severe measures which are taken by 
Shansi bankers in order to insure the 
fidelity of their employees. When one 
of the latter is sent out from the head 
office to manage a branch, his family la 
held in pawn at headquarters by way 
of guarantee. He is not allowed to 
carry on a direct correspondence with 
the members of his family, but is corn- 
palled to make his chief tbe medium of 
communication, the latter exercising a 
kind of censorship over the letters 
which are forwarded to him for ap- 
proval before they are passed to the 
proper recipients. 


After three years the branch man- 


agership terminates and the employee 
returns to the head office to render an 
account of his stewardship. If he had 
conducted the business successfully he 
is substanlally rewarded and restored 
to the boooni of bis family, but If 
things have gone badly wife and chil- 
dren are kept In bondage, and be la not 
allowed to have them back until be boa 
paid the fine which has been Imposed 
upon him for bis misdeeds. It maj; be 
token as strong evidence ~6T~tHS~lTfcn 
standard of Chinese morality that this 
method of enforcing the payment of a 
fine in found to work satisfactorily. 
There are countries In which tbe ran- 
som might possibly be withheld under 
the circumstances. It Is stated that 
•when an employee has defrauded a 
Sbansi bank no appeal is made to tbe 
magistrates, but he is sent home to be 
tried by the family tribunal. 
The 


crime Is considered so. heinous that 
euch delinquents have sometimes, it 
is Bald, beefficondejuaed to,be burled 
alive. 


It ia a curious fact-that tbe Shansi 


banks do not lend money on mortgages 
and rarely ou goods or merchandise. 
They will make advances to -manda- 
rins who wish to purchase promotion 
at high rates of Interest and to mer- 
chants or In exceptional cases private 
individuals on personal security. Bat 
If a Chinaman wishes to pledge bis 
house or land he must go to a local 
bank or cash shop. 


People who nequire loans to China do 


not always go to banks or cash shops. 
The Chinese have Invented an ingen- 
ious system of their own. They form 
themselves into mutual loan societies, 
In which every member is entitled to 
borrow a sum of money. Bach in turn 
has the use of a certain amount of cap- 
ital, and the syndicate fixes the rate of 
the subscriptions and the period over 
which they shall extend In such a man- 
ner that this plan can be carried out 
To young men who wish to obtain a 
start in business or who have passed 
the examinations and lack the needful 
bribe to open the official door these 
societies are a great boon. Their ex- 
istence serves the useful purpose of 
preventing borrowers froga falling Into 
the clutches of professional money 
lenders and enables honest men who 
could not offer the security required by 
the Shansi banks to obtain necessary 
advances without being hampered by 
the payment of exorbitant Interest. It 
Bhqjild be particularly remembered 
that In the case of these mutual loan 
societies no other security Is required 
than the good faith of the borrower, 
and the fact that instances of disloyal- 
ty are extremely rare exemplifies the 
remarkable degree to which commer- 
cial integrity is carried on In China. 


An extraordinary contrast to the 


chaos of Chinese administration Is pre- 
sented by the admirable system of 
trade 
organization which prevails 


throughout 
the 
empire. 
Broadly 


speaking, there ore two kinds of guilds 
—firstly, the provincial guilds, formed 
by tbe associated merchants of a par- 
ticular province, such as, for instance, 
the Hupeh merchants' guild in Chung- 
king, and secondly, the local guilds rep- 
resentative of each trade. The form- 
er were the first to come Into existence. 
But the initial impetus to the for- 
mation of guilds was given by the pro- 
vincial 
mandarins, who instituted 


clubs at the capital, where they could 
be sure of finding congenial society, or 
meet for the purpose of devising meas- 
ures to resist the extortions of the 
central authorities. 
In a similar way 


merchants frt>m the same district used 
to combine with the twofold object of 
business and pleasure.- and out of this 
organization grew thf powerful organ- 
izations knoVtro as trade guilds. 


The Chinese guilds can strike swifter 


and more crushing blows than any of 
the millionaire syndicates floated here. 
Their power extends to merchants, 
dealers, agents and shopkeepers, and, 
In fact, to everybody interested, how- 
ever remotely, in a particular trade, 
and it can be exercised with such In- 
stantaneous effect that the least sig- 
nificant individual may be speedily 
made to feel the inconvenience of 
opposing the wishes of the guild.

There la no better test of what then 
is of a man than to itrip him of the con- 
ventionalities and accessories of clvillaa- 
tion and leave him to hie own resource* 
in the heart of a wilderness like that of 
Maine.

thrill the steadiest nerves and cause the 
blood to flow ia quick throbbing beats 
like quicksilver in tne veins. 


The sportsman who has not confronted 


a bull moose in hia native wilds has miss- 
ed an experience which is well worth 
the best year of his life. I speak advis- 
edly, for I have been there. Imagine, If 
-, ou can, a huge bundle of muscular pow- 
er, reared on great, stiltlike legs to a 
height of seven feet, with bristling mane 
and eyes which gleam viciously from be- 
neath broad, massive antlers which sway 
with the huge head eight to ten feet 
above the ground. 


Imagine yourself standing, if you have 


strength to stand, in front of this fright- 
ful apparition and only a few yards dis- 
tant with the knowledge that If you 
don't kill him he will very likely kill 
you, your heart throbbing so painfully 
that your ears fairly ache with its pulsa- 
tions, the blood racing through your veins 
like molten lead, the sweat starting from 
every pore in your skin, while your brain 
labors in vain to regain control of the 
wild tumult which possesses yon. Im- 
agine all this, if you can, and then mul- 
tiply the sensations which it calls up 
2,000,000 or 3,000,000 times, more or 
less, and you will have a result which 
approaches th.e reality in magnitude. 
The man who sends every bullet straight 
to the mark under such conditions as 
these should be excused if he brags a lit- 
tle about it afterward.

Chief Nicholson Working on Theories 


Which May Result in Other Arrests 


Sunday's Work on the Pitts- 


field Murder Mystery 


William J. Tingley, a negro, who warn 


arrested at Greenfield on Wednesday, 
was taken to Pittsfleld Saturday eve- 
rting by Officer Peabody to be examined 
regarding a possible connection with 
the Fosburg murder. Tingley was ar- 
rested at the home of Emory A. Lee, 
which is located but a few rode fpom 
the Fitchburg railroad tracks, 
in 


Greenfield, on Wednesday at about 8 
a. m. He was first observed by a con- 
ductor of one of the 
west-bounH 


freights on the Fitchburg road, emferg- 
ing from a side-tracked car 'on that line 
about 7 a. m. He then went to the Jjee 
house and asked to be allowed to use 
the stove to make cocoa. He was ar- 
rested there on the charge of vagrancy. 
While under arrest he bought papers 
and showed great interest inl the ac- 
counts of the Fosburg1 murder. He 
spent'much of his time reading novelh. 
He said that he was- not a "hobo," but 
a gentleman, and that he had several 
different trades; he was a farmer, 
cook, barber, and "something'' 'of a 
lawyer.

He told conflicting stories of the rea- 


son of his going to Greenfield, ahd said 
he arrived there from the north. But 
is is significant that wh.,e he claimed 
to have reached Greenfield 
on the 


morning freight from the North Wed- 
nesday, he was observes by Conductor 
James Burns of the Fitch'burg road 
emerging from a car on that line;, which 
runs not north and south but east and 
west from' Rotterdam to Boston, and 
through this- city. 


Tingsley -was examined in, Pittsfield, 


as to his whereabouts a week ago last 
night. It was learned that be has ra- 
ther a bad record in Plttgfleld aj)d be- 
fore h.e is allowed to go he will have 
to give a good examination as to his 
whereabouts a week ago lats night. 


Tingsley was arrested in July, 1888, 


when he was 17 years old for burfflary 
at Pittsfield Junction. He was fisld 
until January, 1889, before his case 
was presented to the grand jurv. He 
wag indicted, convicted aind, sent to the 
CfMioord reforma'fcm,

mained abou* a year. The man has 
told Chlef*Nicholso<n a s^ory about lm 
whereabouts last Sunday night and 
he will be held until this story can 
be verified.
